A Southern Empire. 


The dispatches inform us that 
Chili has passed a law excluding 
the Chinese, but is making great 
exertions to iuduce foreigners 
from Europe to ge and make 


homes there, trying, as the dis- 


patch says, to induce immigration 
on a gigantic scale, to supply the 
places of their own people, who are 
emigrating across the Andes. At 
the same time the Argentine Con- 
federation is paying the passage of 
English and Irish emigrants to 
their country, and giving each title 
to 200 acres of land, on their arri- 
val. This, says the Salt Lake 
Tribune, isa matter which ought 
to make the men of the United 
States thoughtful. Those hosts 
are spreading over the Pampas, 
peopling a couutry equal to one- 
third of the United States; a 
country of wonderfully rich soil, 
bi-sected in all directions by splen- 
did navigable rivers, on which 
products can be brought cheaply 
to the coast, and the result eannot 
but be, in a few years, to supply 
the markets of Europe with all the 
breadstuffs, meat, wool and hides 
that they can consume, It will be 
a long time before it becomes a 
great manufacturing country. For 
years and years it will need vast 
supplies of agricultural imple- 
ments, locomotives, household fur- 
siture and all that variety of man- 
ufactured goods, which our arti- 
vans most excel in making. 
There should be a closer 
alliance between our country and 
that, so that when our European 
markets are reduced by competi- 
tion with that country, we can 
make up the loss by finding a mar- 
Jet there for more costly goods, 
What is true of our relations with 
that country is equally true with 
all the countries of Spanish Amer-

THe notorious Pigott has made

Parnell’se lawyers, says the 
San Fraucisce Chronicle, naturally 
suspect that Pigott’s flight was 
instigated by the Times people 
and their Tory friends, who were 
in dread that the forger would dis- 
close a conspiracy in which they 
were participants. As all the 
other witnessen put on the stand 
by the Times have failed to con- 
nect Parnell with the alleged out- 
rages, and asthe chief witness of 
the newspaper, Pigott the forger, 
has fled, it is difficult to perceive 
how the “Thunderer” can save 
itself from being mulcted in heavy 
damages. The breakdown of the 
Times’ case will probably be fol- 
lowed by a strong reaction against

The United States steamers Aspin- 
wall and Atlanta were dispatched to 
Aspinwall, but at the latest advices, 
had done nothing to effect a settle- 
ment. The United States Consul at 
Aspinwall has been notified by Secre- 
tary Bayard that force is not apthor- 
ized against the Columbia government. 
The action of the Columbia authorities 
has been peculiarly harsh throughout 
— difficulty. The Columbians are 
defiant in tone and say the 
United — has not the ability to 
them.

‘LOOKING GLASSES. 


Some Interesting Facts Regarding Their 
Manufacture. 

„How is a looking glass made!“ was the 
question asked by a Dispatch reporter of a 
local Pittsburgh manufacturer engaged in 
that line of business. 

“That is a secret which we keep to our- 
selves. Even our employes are not in- 
formed as to all the processes. Each work- 
man has a certain amount of work todo; he 
learns that and no more. Many ofthe proc- 
esses we use are patented, and others are 
known to but very few persons in this coun- 
try. But I can tell you something about the 
business if you wish. Pittsburgh (or rather 
Allegheny) is the only city between New 
York and Chicago where plate-glass mir- 
rors are made, and there is but one firm’ 
manufacturing them here. Pittsburgh plate 
giass, which is as good as that made any- 
where, is largely used. The glass is taken as 
it comes from the factory and cut, beveled 
and silvered in our works. All bevels are 
cut in the same way, first with sand and 
water, then on an emery wheel, and after- 
ward put through various processes to bring 
back the polish. Great improvements have 
been made in this line of industry in the past 
few years. Formerly it took three weeks 
from the time work was begun on a mirror 
before it could be finished. Now we can 
get the glass in the morning and make it 
into a mirror perfectly finished and ready 
for sale before evening. We make all sizes 
from the smallest up to glasses 6x12 feet or 
even larger and have a capacity of turning 
out 2,000 feet per day. 

“Formerly the backs of mirrors were 
coated with mercury; now sheets of pure 
silver are used instead. The old mirror re- 
flected sixty or sixty-five per cent. of the 
light that fell upon it; the modern mirror 
refiects nearly ninety-five per cent. The 
mereury looking glass was very liable to rub 
off; heat and cold also affected it; the quick- 
silver would crack or melt, and the beauty 
of the glass would be spoiled. None of these 
dangers threaten the silvered mirrors. 

„Besides mirrors we cut a great deal of 
beveled plate glass for doors and windows. 
In fine buildings this is largely taking the 
place of stained glass.
